No Determination Has Been Readied 
by Government as to Policy It Will 
Pursue — Depends en Ptiblie Senti- 
msnt

Washington, May 31. — From nnoffl- 
cial sources the full tekt of Germany's 
reply to President Wilson's note has 
been received here and was even more 
disappointing to administration ofH- 
cials than the stimmary of its con- 
tents indicated. 

As a matter of fact the only specific 
concessions th'bt the United States 
obtains from Germany from this note 
Is an expression of regret In regard 
to the loss of life of Americans on the 
Lusitanla and a promise -to compen- 
sate for a*9i^<S9ntraband carrying ves-, 
sels which haTs been' sunk through; 
Germany's fault Neither of these' 
concessions is new. Both were con- 
tained in previous notes to the state 
department 

Frankly, the Oermant note Is un- 
acceptable to this govemment, bat no. 
determination has been reached as to 
the course of action that will be pur- 
sued by the United States. This will 
depend chiefly upon the expressions 
of public sentiment In this, ooqntry 
within the next few days. , 

The text of Germany's note dis- 
closes that she oonceeded even less to 
the United States than was supposed 
from the submarines that had been 
wlced fron^Beflta. On tlie most vital 
point In PnwUent Wilson's note — 
his demand for prompt action to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the Lusitanla 
outrage — the German note not only is 
silent, but contains a statement which 
is interiireted as a reiteration of the 
Imperial government's determination 
to pursue her submarine operations. ^ 

"It (the imperial government), says 
the note, "is unable to consider Brit- 
ish merchant vessels any longer 'un- 
defended territory" in the war zone In 
time of war designated by the admir- 
alty and staff of the imperial navy, j 
German commanders consequently I 
are no longer in the position to ob- 
serve the rules of right of capture ] 
otherwise usual and with which they 
inxariably compiled before ttUa,' 

The only way in which this 
Statement of Germany's position Is 
qualified is in a sentence in which the 
foreign ofBce says that it reserve 
final statement of its position with 
regard with the demands made in con- 
nection with -the sinking of the Lasl- 
tania, tmtil a reply Is received from 
the American government 

It la ameaofSS. here that Germany 
would not -haye' made these flat re- 
iterations of her policy in the face of 
President Wilson's demands unless 
she intended to^tand by thrai to the 
end. 

These statements are regarded as 
the most important In the note af- 
fecting iu they do-tlte"irltal~iirfncfple8 
imderlylng the case of the United 
States. 

An examination of the text of tbe 
note shows alsp that Germany does 
not go as far inaatisfylng the United 
States as regards the Onlflight apd 
Ctishlng as was represented in the 
Berlin summary. Germany does not 
acknowledge that the attacks on 
these two American vessels were "un- 
intentional." She does not even ex- 
press regret for these attacks. She 
merely sas^ that an investigation is 
in progress to -determine the facts in 
these cases and if Germany is at 
fault, she will offer her regrets and 
compensation In accordance with 
promises already made to neutral na- 
tions In regard to neutral vessels. 
This Is taken to mean that Germany, 
If she finds, as reports indicate, that 
the Cul flight and Gushing were carry- 
ing contraband of war will regard the 
attacks as jtistifled, so far as her Stib- 
marlne program Is concerned. 

Althongh no reference Is made to , 
arbitration, the context of the note i 
shows that Germany stands commit- | 
ted to her previous offt-r to submit to \ 
The Hague for investigation, cases of : 
non-contraband carrying vessels of i 
neutral nations where Germany is not j 
satisfied of her own responsibility. I 
This offer of arbit ra; ;<.ii in no way ' 
affects the Lusltunia and NebrasIcaPyj 
cases. I

.\rmour. special deputy. liodies of 
dead animals were burned and I'very 
precaution is being observed to pre- 
vent contagion. The disease is al- 
ways fatal. A supply of serum has 
been ordered and an order for general 
vaccination issued. 

Dr. ,\. F. Folsom. state veterinarian, 
said that there had been several small 
outbreaks of symptomatic anthrax in 
Indiana within the last year. The 
disease, he said, has been on the in- 
crease in this state. An outbreak In 
Washington county last year was 
stopped with the vaccination of 125 
calves. 

" "In several of the western states, 
because of the prevalence of the di- 
sease, calves can not be raised with 
any degree of success unless they are 
vaccinated," said Dr. Falsom. "The 
disease, like tetanus, comes from a 
bacteria In the soiL It is infectious 
by direct and contact The disease 
is easily detected and infected cattle 
never readi the market. There would, 
however, be no danger to hnmanw If 
they sBoald eat of the cooked flesh."

Italians Capture Fort Luserne and 
Occupy Cortina D'Ampezie Pass 
and Valley— No Fighting In West, 
la iteport. 

Rome, May 31.'^^nie government 
has officially issued an account of 
Italian war operations in Austria: 

'On the Tyrol and Trentino traa- 
tier in the Guidlclaria valley the Ital- 
ians have occupied the Important po- 
sition of Oimaspezza near Store, <« 
the high plateau of Aslago. Our artil- 
lery destroyed the armored forts of 
Luserna. which hoisted the wlilte flag. 
Seeing this the Austrliui forts at 
Belvedere directed a fOiloas fire 
against Laaema. eompletlns the de- 
struction. 

"In Cadoro we have occupied t%e 
Cortina D'Ampezzo Pass, and all the 
neighboring valley. ■ 

"The recently completed ^Worits oC 
Vezzena have been eatlieljr demol- 
istaed by oar artillery and afterwaida 
occupied by our infantry, which aab- 
sequently advanoed aa tKt as tte vil- 
lage of Vezzens. and which the Ana- 
trians alwadoiied pradpitattfy. Our 
losses were siUgM. 

"On the Frinll frontier the Aua- 
trians for a Ions time have been re- 
inforcing their amamant with many 
piecea of artillery of median eaUhre, 
and on the left bank of the laoaso 
they hold stron^y several points 
dominating the passage of the river. 
We have occupied positions on the 
right shore protwctlnc our advaaoa 
toward Goriti. 

"Heavy rains have swolien the river 
to exceptional volume, but our troops 
continue their steady advance with 
great vigor and in splendid spirit." 



Rarry, Wales, May 31. — The British 
stoam-ship Tullochmoor, a vessel of 
.'!,."i-0 tons was shelled and sunk by 
a German submarine. The crew es- 
caped and landed here. The Tulloch- 
moor was in ballaBt ftam Genoa tat 
South Shields. 



Petrograd, May 31. — The ofilclal ac- 
count of recent military operations 
has been Issued by the Russian gen- 
eral staff: 

"In the Szawll region the enemy, 
retiring from Dubje was engaged on 
the Kurtovicany-Pedublls line. Our 
troops occupied the enemy's positions, 
driving the Germans from Kurtovio- 
any. which is In flames. The enemy 
retired in disorder pursued by oar 
troops. 

"On the lower Dublsaa the eneaky'a 
attacks have ceased. 

"The enemy developed a strong ar- 
tillery fire . in the Oasovlecs district 
without causing damage. There is no 
change of sitnaticm in tli^ daaperata 
(>attle on the San. between Staastwa 
and Peremyal. Our troops have made 
counter attacks along the Labacbowln 
river and in front of the vUlagea of 
Tnkhla. KalnUnmv, Naklo and Barich. 
Many villages have dunged haada - 
several times. The meoura attada 
were prepared hy the SrlBK o( asphyx- 
iating IwmlM. ) 

"Nmqjerous prisoners from the anay 
of General Makkensen testify to the 
enemy's enocmons loaaes. 

"Between Persmad and tka great 
Dneister marsh, wis repnlaed three at-^ 
tacks made by the enemy to the east 
of Goqssakow. The Oermans readied 
our wire entanglements. butsuSetlns 
severe losses, retired to thdr former 
positions. Kxceedingty desperate 
flghtlng occtirred beyond the Dneis- 
ter. The enemy's advancing masses 
undeterred by enormous losaas, 
stormed onr positions between the 
great Dneister marsh and Dollna. All' 
attacks were repulsed. . Our troops 
have assumed the oiten^ve decisively 
all along the left baax of the Swica 
and along the front to the river Llm- 
nica. Our advance has developed very 
successfully In the neighborhood oif 
Perykhonsko. We took more Ihaai 
S,200 prisoners, including seventy-two 
officers. We also captured the stand- 
ard of a reserve regiment and several 
machine guns."

Unable to dispose -of Cine'mnati and 
Lexington, because of the developments 
coming at the last moment, and at the 
same lim^ oompelied to recognize Louis- 
ville, the Dixie Highway commission 
Saturday .ittempted to settle the rout 
ing problem by placing Louisville on 
the West Di.xie highway, along with 
Nashville and Le.\ingion long with 
Cincinnati on the East Dixie highway, 
the e»st and west routes converging 
al Indianapolis and Chattanooga. Of- 
ficial designations of both routes of the 
Dixie highway is as follows: 

West Route — Chicago Momence, 
Wataska. Ilopestown and Uanville, in 
Illinois; Covington, Crawfordsville, In- 
dianapolis, Martinsville, Bloominglon,

II— Railroads 



In discussing the commercial 
achievements of this great age, we 
shall approach the subject as the 
historian chronicling events. This se- 
ries will endeavor to record in writ- 
Ins the sttpremaey of American men 
and Indaatriea In the world's affairs 
and perptnate an apiureclation of our 
marvelous industrial achievementa by 
preaentittg simple facts, figures and 
oompariaona that are overpowering In 
their convlctlona.

The United States has the largest 
mileage, the best service, the cheap- 
est rates, pays labor the highest 
wages, and we have the most eflicient- 
ly managed of the railways of the 
world. They stand as a monument to 
the native genius of our marvelous 
builders, and most of the railroads in 
foreign countries have been built 
under American orders. 

The railroads represent a larger In- 
vestment of capital than any other 
branch of human activity. The mile- 
age In the TTnlted Statea exceeds 



the accepted distance from the earth 
to the moon. We had in 1911. the 
last year in which llgurea for all 
countries are available, - on the 
earth's surface, 689,981 miles of rail- 
way divided aa follows: United Statea 
241.199. Europe 207,432 and other 
countries 191,350. The United States 
has 88 per cent of the world's mileage, 
seven per eenC of the estimated pop- 
ulation and about five per cent of the 
area. The total capital invested In the 
railways of the world ia $50,000,000.- 
000. divided aa follows: United States 
$13,000,000,000 Europe $25,630,000,000 
and other countries $1 1.350. 000,000. 
Reduced to a mileage basis the cap- 
italisation is as follows: The world 
$78,000, United States $54,000, Europe 
$124,000, and other countries $.'0,000. 

A comparison of rates is equally as 
interesting and the United States 
takes the lead in economy and serv- 
ice. The average rate per ton per 
hundred mile haul is as follows: 
United States 76c, Great Britain $2.53, 
FYance $1.44, Germany $1.44. Russia 
92c. Austria-Hungary $1.30, Italy $2.80 
and Switzerland $2.82. 

The average yearly pay of all rail- 
road employes In the principal coun- 
tries Is as follows: United States 
$757, Germany |392, Italy $345. Aus- 
tria $322. Great Britain $279. Frante 
$2G0 and Russia $204. 

About 30 per cent, or 188,000 miles, 
of the railways of the world are 
government owned. About half the 
railway mileage of Europe Is govern- 
ment owned.

Text of the Lesson, II 8am. xi,22 to xii, 
7e— Memory Verses, xii, 3, 6, 7a. 
Golden Text, Ps. li, 10 — Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Steams. 

Instead of assigning us a helpful les- 
son, such as chapter vill, which vre 
briefly touched upon In our last, or tbe 
beautiful story of David's kluduess to 
the son of Jonathan (chapter ix), the 
committee has given us in this lesson 
one of tbe worst phases of the human 
heart, which is always and only de- 
ceitful above all tlUngs and desperately 
wicked (Jer. xvii, 0, 10). He who alone 
knows and esh ■eoincb the heart has 
caused this and aU almllar records to 
be written that we nda^t see ° mora 
clearly that all are sinners and that 
there Is none righteons— ao, not one— 
but that Jesus Christ came Into tbe 
world to save sinnere and that the 
greatest sinner may be saved and the 
greatest backslider forgiven and re- 
stored. To find such a development of 
our sinful hnman nature in sacb a 
man as David after all- that the Lord 
hod done for him Is truly hnmiliatins 
and should lead us all to say, "Woe Is 
mer* for who Is there to whom the 
prophet might not say^ conconlng thb 
or some other phase of oar sinful na- 
ture, "nion art the man" (xU, 7). 

When we remember that "the thought 
of foolishness Is sin" and that a sinful 
look is in the sight of God equal to a 
sinful act '(Prov. xxiv, 9; Matt, v, 28) 
and that, as C. H. Spnrgeon said. 
Whatever the Lord Jestis Christ 
would not think or say or do Is sin," It 
leads ott6 to cry ont, "God be merciful 
to me, a sinner," and to soy, "If thon. 
Lord, shonldest mark iniquities, O 
Lord, who shall stand?* (Luke xvlil. 
13; Ps. cxxx, S, 4.) But the comfort Is 
that He can nmke the vilest whiter 
than snow (Ps. 11, 7). It Is interesting 
to note that, while the child yet lived, 
David tasted and wept and lay all 
night upon the earth, tor he said, 
"Wbo can tell whether God will be 
gradons to me, that the child may 
livef But when the child died and 
the will of God was known then he 
said: l^berefote should I fast? Can 
brli^ him back again? I shall go 
to him, but he sbaU not return to me' 
(verses 15-23). When those dear to us 
are sick and we cannot teU what the 
will of God Is for them and us it be- 
comes us to wait earnestly upon Him 
for {bdr health, but always In sub- 
mission to His wUL When He has 
made plain His will, whsteveir It may 
be. It becomes ns to say, "Kven so. Fa- 
thtf." tor we know that "as for God. 
EUa way is pufect" (Matt, zl, 26; Ps. 
xvUI, SQ. to. r&eaem 24, % we have 
the^two names of Bathsti^'s next 
child. Solmntm and JedMlah. Tbe lat 
ter, as In the margin, signlBes "be- 
loved of the Lord." for the Lord loved 
him and sent by the hand of Nathan 
to name him. The Lord called him 
Solomon before he was bom. saying 
to David. "Behold, a son shall be bom 
to tbee who shall be a man of 
rest; * * • and I will give peace and 
quietness onto Israel In his days" (I 
Chran. xzU. S>. He sold. '^His name 
shall be Botonum," which, according 
to the margin, means "peaceable.' 
There are Jost seven men In the Bible 
story who wen named before they 
were bora— live In the Old Testament 
and two In the New Testament Find 
the others and. consider them. Let ns 
give the rest of our time to the very 
suggestive story of Mephlbosheth In 
chapter Is. 

When David came to the kingdom he 
made Inquiry for any who might be 
living of the house of Saul that he 
might show them Mrolness for Jons 
than's sake. He found that there was 
a son of Jonathan who was lame on 
both feet, bis nurSe having let him 
fall when be was five years old as she 
took him up to flee with bim at the 
time of his father's death (II 8am. Iv 
4). His being lame because of the 
fault of another reminds ns that the 
whole race Is lame on both teet be 
cause Adam let us all folL He was at 
this time at Lo-debar. whfeh rignlfles 
no pasture, and that Is where all sin- 
ners are. His name also signifles the 
condition of every sinner. David sent 
to where he was and brought him into 
his presence, and Mephlbosheth fell on 
his face and did reverence. 80 the 
sinner when brought face to face with 
the Saviour (that is by faith) feels like 
«iaying, as Peter did when 'overwhelm- 
wl with loving kindness. "1 am a sin 
ful man, O Ixird" (Luke v, 8). David's 
restoring to him ail that he had for- 
feited because of Saul reminds ns that 
an we lost In Adam and mora Is given 
back to OS In Christ and all In grace 
for His name's sake. 

How beautiful to sec Mephlbosheth 
dwelling in Jerusalem and eating coiv 
tinually at the king's table, even 
thoui^ he continued lame on -both his 
feet (Ix. 13). Every saved sinner is 
prl\'ileged to dwell by faith In Jem 
salem. City of Peace, and to feast upon 
tbe good things provided by the king, 
.but while we stay In these mortal 
bodies wc will never get over our lame 
ness, but will have to say to the end. 
"T know that in me— that Is, In my 
flef<h — dwelletb no good thing" (Horn 
vll, IS). Some believers seem to take 
pleasure In talking of th^r lameness 
their love is cold, their faith Is weak, 
they are this and that and \&rj misera 
ble sinners. Better far to keep their 
lamaness ont of sight and enjoy and 
talk of the king's bounty. -

FARMERS' UNION OFFICIALS 
THINK RAILROADS ARE EN- 
TITUEO TO MORE REVENUE. 



Products of Plow and Farmer WIm 
Lives at Home Should Be 
Exompt From Inc

The reeoit acUoa ot Uie bitentate 
Commerce Commission to granting an 
increase in troii^t rates in the eastern 
classification of territory; the appUcar 
titm at the roads to state and inter- 
state coramlssiont for^n Increaie in 
rates, and the atterances of President 
Wilson on the sableet bring the tann- 
ers of this nation face to face with the 
problem of an increase in freight 
rates. It is the ptflicy of the Fanners' 
Union to meet the issues altectlag the 
w^tiire of the farmers SQuarely snd 
we wUI do so in this instance. 

The traasportatioa facilities ot the 
United States are Inadequate to ef- 
fectively meet the demahds ot com- 
merce and particularly In the Soutb 
and West additional railway mileaga 
Is needed to accommodate the move- 
ment of farm products. If in the wl» 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase in freight rates is necessary 
to bring about an improvement in our 
transportation serrice, and an exten- 
sion of our mileage, then an increase 
should be granted, and the farmer is 
willing to share such proportion of 
the Increase as justly belongs to him, 
but we have some suggestions to make 
as to the manner in which tliis in- 
crease Shan be levied. 

Rates Follow Lines of Least Resist- 
ance. 

The freisbt .rates of the nation have 
been Inillt up along lines 4>f least re- 
sistance. The merchant, the manu- 
faatorer. the miner, the miller, the 
Inmbenuui and the cattleman have 
had their trallle hnreaua thoronghly 
organised sad la maay Instuioes tfiey 
have porsned the railroad* without 
mercy and with the power of organ- 
ised tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of the rates "End with unre- 
strained greed they have eatm ttie 
vitals oyt of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com- 
mlssion% these toterests, with skill 
and cunning, are represented at every 
hearing in which their basiness is 
involved. 

The farmer is seldom represented 
at rate hearings, as his organlaaUons 
have never bad the finances to em- 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
the case and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an ane<iual burdea 
of the freight' ezpenag. A glance at 
the freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this, assertion. Cotton, the leading 
agricultural product of the South, al- 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity' In com- 
merce, and the rate on agrteulturai 
products as a whole is oi^ ot pro- 
pgirtlou with that of the prodnets of 
the taotery Md-UieHMisni ■ ■- 

We <^er no schedvie of rates, but 
hope the commlssltwt will be aUe to 
give the railroad such an Increase In 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a furtlwr toll upon the products of 
the plow. Tlie Instance seems to pre- 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize the rates as 
between agricultural and other classes 
of freight without disturbing the rates 
oa staple farm pcodncts.

We do not know what constitutes a 
basis for rate making and have never 
beard of anyone who did claim to 
Ituow much about it, but if the pros- 
perity ot the farm is a factor to be 
considered and the railroad commis- 
sion concludes that an Increase in 
rates Is necessary, we would prefer 
that it come to as through articles of 
CDUsumptioa on their Journey from 
the factory tor the farm. We would, 
for example, prefer that the. rate on 
oogs remain as at present and the 
rate on meat bear the Increase, for 
any farmer can then avoid -tSe burden 
by raising bis own meat, and a farm- 
«r who win not^try to raise his own 
meat oni^t to^be penalised. We 
ibink Che sate on coal and brick can 
much better bear an Increase than 
the rate oa cotton and Soar. We 
would prefer that the rata oa plows 
remain the same, and Machinery, 
pianos and such artides aa the iwor- 
er farmer cannot hope to possess bear 
the burden of increase. 

The increase In ratea should be so 
arranged that the farmer who lives 
at home will hear no part of the bur- 
den, but let the tknner who boards 
in other states and eountries and 
who feeds liis stock in foreign lands, 
the price of his folly.

Because the saloonkeeper 
lives and thrives by the sale of liquor 
society sustains each year a vast loss 
In efficiency of Its members. In large 
measure reduces the class from which 
It may expect to secure its future citi- 
zens, and nulllfles the work that Is 
being carried on by Its schools and 
churches in the education ot its 
youth. 

Because the saloonkeeper lives and 
thrives by the sale of liquor the tax- 
payer each year Is compelled to pay 
exorbitant taxes to meet the expenses 
of police courts, criminal courts, poor- 
houses, asylums, jails and peniten- 
tiaries, rendered necessary by the le- 
galized liquor trafflc. 

And because the American voter on 
election day save, "Let the traffic bo 
regulated and protected," the saloon- 
keeper lives and thrives by the sale 
ot liquor. As long as enough voters 
are willing that men should live and 
thrive . by drink-selling tliese condi- 
tions will continue, and no longer. 
The number of voters who are not 
willing are increasing every year! 



LIQUOR ALWAYS A VIOLATOR. 

I have given reasonably careful 
study to the problems of liquor In all 
the states for many years, and my ob- 
servation convinces me that the 
liquor business always violates the 
law that governs It, no matter how 
liberal the law may be; and always 
goes beyond the limit that the law 
permits; and that whenever a strict- 
er law is passed to check its crimes 
the law does good. 

The real philosophy and reason for 
the prohibition movement Ilea In the 
fact that the liquor dealer la nearly 
always a law-breaker, his calling the 
sure aid always of public privilege 
and wrong, the sure dependence al- 
ways of the tyrant, and that It makes 
always for anarchy and crime. In all 
the records of history the wine shop 
and the tavern have been the ren- 
dezvous of criminals and tlie recruit- 
ing ground where tyranny and public 
privilege have found the henchmen 
they would employ to fasten their 
evil power on the masses of the peo- 
ple, or do the criminal and brutal 
things that always serve to repress 
the noble aspirations of the tolling 
masses.

It 1» interesting to watch the forces 
of civilization battling for supremacy. 
The struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to 
be the liveliest contest ot the Twen- 
Ueth Century. 

The struggle is a silent one and 
there are no war corres p o n d a ntg to 
write vivid deacrtptions ot tke con- 
flict but the results are more fai^ 
reaching to present and future gen- 
erations than the war of Europe. 

The rubber tire has been maneuver- 
ing for point of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim- 
portant positions in traffic, but it has 
now pitched a decisive battle with 
its iron competitor by hurling a mil- 
lion "jitneys" at the street railways 
and the battle Is raging from ocean 
to ocean. I'pon the result of the 
struggle depends the future of the 
rubber tire. If it is compelled to re- 
treat, its doom is sealed, but if it wins 
the battle It will revolutionize the 
transportation methods of this nation. 

If the rubber tire conquers the 
street traftic Us next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle bi t ween economic 
forces ever fought Out on the face 
of this earth is on. for iron Is the un- 
disputed master in transportation, and 
Is fortified behind blllione of doUais, 
and millions of men. 

Stephenson applied the steel tire 
to an iron rail In 1814. but it was lSj9 
before the golden spike was driven 
at I'roinontory Point, which bound 
the country together with bai-.ds of 
steel. It took the iron tire filty-Hvp 
years to creep from ocean to ocean, 
but the rubber tire while warm from 
the creative mind of the inventive 
genius sped across the coiiiinent like 
an arrow shot from the bow of Ulys- 
ses. The roadbed was alri ady pre- 
pared and therein lies the power of 
the rubber tire over that of iron, for 
governnunt buildo and inaiutaius the 
public highway. 

But iron is a stubborn metal and 
it has mastered every wheel that 
turns; has fought battles willi every 
element above and beneath the earth 
and has never lasted the wormwood 
of defeat, and when rubbi r hurls its 
full force against this monarch of 
the Mineral Kingdom, it may rebound 
to the factory stunned beyond recov- 
ery. 

The rubber tire first made its ap- 
pearance on the bicycle, but it proved 
a frivolous servant and was dismissed 
for incompetency. It has always been 
too much inclined to revel in luxury 
to be taken seriously as a utility ma- 
chine and its reputation is not one to 
inspire confidence In heavy traffic 
performance. 

But to those -who care to waft into 
dreamland, it is enchantinj; to note 
th;'.t there will be a marv.'lous differ- 
ence between a rubber and an iron 
ago. The rubber tire will scatter the 
cities throughout the valleys for with 
trnnspoi^tlon at every man's door, 
why a city? It will traverse the con- 
tinent with a net work of Macadam 
highways as beautlfur as the boule- 
vard built by Napoleon. It v,ill par- 
alyze the law making bodies of this 
nation for how could the legislatures 
run without the railroads to operate

FEDERAL INDUSTRIAL 
COMMISSION 



By Peter Radford. 

The recent Invcstisation of the i 
TTnited States Commission of Indus- 
trial Relations brought together the 
extremes of society and has given the 
public an opportunity to vitw iho rep- 
resentatives of distinct classes, side 
by side, and to study their views In 
parallel columns. 

Capital and labor have always been 
glaring at each other over gulfs of 
misunderstanding and if the Federal 
Industrial Commission attempts to 
bridge the chasm, it will render the 
public a distinct service. 

The farmer has been sitting on the 
fence watching capital and labor flght 
for many years and incidentally furn- 
ishing the sinews of war aud it is 
Quite gratifying to find them talliing 
Willi, instead of alx)ut, each other. 
When honest men smile and look into 
each other's souls, it always makes 
the world better and far more satis- 
factory to the farmer, who In the end. 
bears the burden of conflict, than 
resolutions, speeches or pamphlets 
containing ~ dnrgw and eonater- 
charges. 

The love for Justice makes the 
whole world kin. Underatanding is an 
arbiter far more powerful than the 
mandates of govemment, for there is 
no authority quite so commanding as 
an honest conscience; there is no de- 
cree quite -so binding as that of the 
Supreme Court of Common Sense and 
no Bherifl can keep the peace qnite so 
perfect as Understanding. 

We suppose the time will never 
come when capital and labor will not 
be occasionally blinded by the light- 
ning dashes of avarice or frightened 
by the thunder peals of discontent. 
Hut Understanding is a Prince of 
Peace that ever holds out the olive 
branch to men who want to do right. 
A man's Income is always a sacred 
thins tor In it are the hope, ambition 
and opportunity of himself, and fam- 
ily, but there Is nothing in a human 
heart qnite no dlTtn* as Justice and 
UnderrtaadlBv is its haadmalden.
